s accomplishing, and also upon the pure, 
(esthetic and moral influence that seems to 
pervade the school, and which is doing 
much in the way of directing the minds 
of the young to the higher and nobler 
views of life. 
Nearly all the teachers 


emyloyed are veterans in their profession 
—not only in the'high school but also in 
the ward schools—as will be seen by the 
following table, showing the length of 
time our teachers have taught in the 
schools of the city: 


One for 18 years; 1 for 10 years; 1 for 


14 years; 1 for 12 years; 2 for 11 years; 1 
for 9years; 2 for 7 years; 2 for 0 years; 
1 for 5 years; 7 for 4 years; 3 for 3 years; 
2 for 2 years, and 0 for 1 year—the 
average time being a little over 5J years. 


The literary and scientific attainments 


of the teachers are such, as in this 
respect, to merit the fullest conficnce in 
your honorable body. Your committee, 
recognizing scholarship as one of the 
qualifications of the true teacher, would 
call attention to the ability displayed by 
the teachers in the several examinations, 
to impart what they know, and to invest 
the subject which they teach withfan 
interest that Captures the attention of the 
pupil—a result attaipablc only by special 
natural gift and the riches of atluu 
experience; without which learning is 
often vain and effort fruitless. The citi- 
zens of Decatur have reason to be proue 
of their high school, and should cordially 
support by their influence and sympathy 
an institution in their midst which is so 
successfully directing the minds of the 
youth to the fields of useful knowledge 
and to the mojst elevated ideals of man 
hood and womanhood. We believe tha: 
the high school must be regarded by al 
considerate minds as a power for good in 
our city, which cannot be dispensed with 
without incalculable injury to the presen 
and future interests of the- people. Tne 
young need a stimulus to urge them on in 
the direction of higher learning, and we 
look upon our high school as the principa 
one on which we.must rely. Its influence 
is both retrospective and prospective.— 
With one hand it extends welcome anc 
incentive to the ward schools, and will 
the other it points its own pupils to thi 
inviting realms of science and knowledgi 
beyond its own precinct?

one month ago, and lived for a short time 
in the family of Mr. David Levy, and 
from there she went to live in the family 
of Mr. C. A. Tultlc, where she remained 
until last Monday, when she told Mr? 
Tuttlc that she wanted to go home for ;• 
few days, which the family supposed shr- 
did; but it seems that instead of goini; 
home, she went to the house where she 
died. Yesterday the parents were notified 
and last evening the distressed father , 
came and took the body of his daughter 
home.

powers are overtaxed before 


their brains are sufficiently developed. 
A growing brain needs to husband its 
powers for the normal formative pro- 
cesses of the cerebral organization. The 
blood which circulates in its substance 
is charged with no more pabulum than 
is sufficient for this growth and for such 
mental labor as will aid in strengthen- 
ing the various faculties of the mind; 
and, if it be consumed in the production 
of force beyond 
these 
requirements, 


disease is the 
necessary 
consequence. 


Cases of the kind, in young men and 
women who are striving to cram their 
minds with numerous studies, are of al- 
most 
daily observation. 
The 
doctor 


takes occasion from his professional ex- 
perience to press this 
point especially 


against close application to mathemati- 
cal studies by growing girls. 
But the 


worst 
case ho 
reports from his own 


practice is that of a youth of the hardier 
sox. 
The same general lesson is en- 


forced by Dr. Richardson, of London, 
who «ays the crowding of artificial in- 
formation upon children cither srivcs 
rise to direct disease of the brain itself, 
or induces weakness and exhaustion of 
the mental organs, with irregularity of 
power. 
The child may grow up with a 


memory tnxcd with technicals and im- 
pressed su forcibly that it is bard to 
make way for other knowledge; and 
added to those mischiefs there may be 
and often is the farther evil that the 
brain, owing to the labor put on it, be- 
comes too fully and easily developed, 
too firm und too soon matured, so that 
it remains throughout manhood a large 
child's brain, very wonderful in a child 
and equally ridiculous in a man or wo- 
man.—Dr. Jlammnml. 


01)1) EDITIONS OP THE BIBLE. 


Queer titles have been given to old 


editions of the Scriptures, 
The "Bug" 


Bible was printed in London in 1551, 
by Nicholas Hyll. 
The nickname atose 


from the following: Psalms xci 5. "So 
that thou shalt not node to be afraid for 
any Bugges by nighto," ete. The present 
reading is, ''Thou shalt not be afraid for 
the terror by night," etc. 


The "Breeches" Bible was printed 


1560, at Geneva, and was so called from 
that word in Gen. iii, 7. 


The "Treacle" Bible was printed in 


15rJ8 by Richard Jugge. In Jeremiah 
viii, 22,'it reads, "Is there no tryacle in 
Gilead?" 
In 1609 the word tryacle was 


changed for rosin, hence another edition 
known as the -Rosin" Bible, in which 
the passage reads "Is there no rosin in 
Gilead?" The word balm was not intro- 
duced until 1611. and the reading, "Is 
there no balm in Gilead?'' continues 
until the present time. 


The "He" Bible, printed in London 


in 1611, by Robert Barker, takes its 
nickname from a curious error occuring 
in Ruth iii, 15, "He measured six meas- 
ures of barley and laid it on her; and 
ho went into the city." In the same 
year (1611) another and entirely distinct 
edition was printed, in which the word 
she was substituted for the above men- 
tioned, and hence the name "She" Bible 
was given it, to distinguish it from the 
"He" Bible. 


The "Wicked" Bible was printed in 


1631, and takes its name from a very 
funny mistake of omitting the negative 
in the seventh commandment, making it 
read, "Thou shalt commit adultery." 
This extraordinary ommission occurred 
again in a German edition of about 
1732, 
so there is a "\yicked" Bible in 


German as well as English. 


The "Vinegar" Bible, 1617, 
is so 


called because the headline of Luke, 
chapter xx, reads "The 
parable of the 


vinegar," instead of the vineyard. 
The 


printer of this edition was one J. Bas- 
kett, of Oxford, and because of the nu- 
merous typographical faults, it was 
sometimes called the "Basket-full of 
errors."

Blondeau did not faint, but courageously 
slid down to the trapeze, shouting to the 
man to hold on. 
The crowd heard no 


more, and soon they could distinguish 
nothing. 
The balloon sped on till from 


a height of near four thousand feet it 
commenced to descend; then Blondeau 
was seen standing on the trapeze, with 
the man still suspended by one foot, the 
other swinging about and the middle of 
his body resting on the head of the 
reronaut. 
At first, Blondeau was on the 


point of climbing up to get out of the 
way of the man, whose i'all appeared 
inevitable and which would have en- 
dagered him, but the poor man ex- 
claimed 
piteously:—"My 
wifel 
my 


children!1' and Blondeau stopped, and, 
forgetting 
all personal danger, stood 


right up on the trapeze and slowly placed 
his head under the man's back, saying, 
firmly, "Now look at the balloon, or close 
your eyes; if you try to disengage your 
foot we are lost; remain still and you 
will be safe." And they came down to 
ground in safety.—American Register.

YEOTABLES. 


The idea seems almost preposterous 


that vegetables are raised in California 
which a strong man can't life, but so it 
is. Down in Los Angeles it is a com- 
mon thing to rai«e pumpkins weighing 
from 200 to 320 pounds, and a single 
vine has produced the past year in that 
section 1,400 pounds of pumpkins. The 
growth of vegetables in this State is 
wonderful, and the yield in numerous 
instances is enormous. There are po- 
tatoes in this market which grew on 
land yielding 500 bushels to the acre 
There is a man who has raised the past 
season on Grand Island, Colusa county 
in the central portion of the State, an 
immense crop of tubers. His field com- 
prised 400 acres, and his total yield is 
34,000 sacks of large potatoes (125 
pounds to the sack on the average), ant 
about 400 tons of small ones, or in al! 
some 4,250,000 pounds. 
They embrace 


several kinds, but they are mostly Hum- 
bolt red, which is considered the best 
earlj rose and peach blows. The large 
potatoes he sends 10 market and the 
small ones he uses for seed and feed 
The average price ho gets for them is L 
cents a pound, and at this rate he will 
get 863,750 for his large potatoes. If he 
gets $10 a ton for his small potatoes, he 
will Jreccive an additional, amount of 
$4,000, or $67,750 for his entire crop. 
But wonderful as this yield is, the pro- 
duct if. larger down in the coast coun- 
ties. 1 am told, than elsewhere in the 
State. 
Sweet potatoes are also grown

THE "NATIONALS." 


Their SUte Convention Yesterday. 


The State Convention of the much- 


vaunted National f party— an ngglomei^- 
tion of soie-Lcaded Republicans and 
Democrats with a few visionaries of no 
political faith— came off at SF™Sfield 


yesterday. 
In attendance it was a fail- 


ure. only 51 counties being represented 
by 125 delegates 
From f-onie of the 


conmcfesional district* there were not 
delegates enough to fill the temporary 
offices. 
Jim Springer, the chairman 


and owner of the National", gave as a 
reason for the slim attendance that the 
railroads would not give them half fare 
atcs, at they alway= do the old parties. 
Railroads never give half rates to party 
onventions and his onslaught was ill- 
imed and untrue. 


The only favorable thing to be said 


of the convention is that it had an ele- 
ment of enthusiasm about it, but so had 
the French Commune when it Backed 
Paris, and the rioters last July when 
they destroyed millions of property in 
this country and put all the civil au- 
thorities at bay. 


The outlook for the National party is 


bad, it has neither leaders nor principles 
to commend it; and its attempt to array 
the workingman and farmer against the 
congress and the several state govern- 
ments must necessarily prove abortive. 
The party, as a party, has no coherence, 
and must be short-lived. 


For State Treasurer the convention 


nominated Gen. E. X. Bates, who filled 
that office by the grace of the Republi- 
can party from 18C9 to 1873. 
Before 


his last term expired he had blossomed 
out into ft candidate for governor, but 
the campaign of 1872 demanded a man 
of sterner stuff, and one wlio wears a 
larger hat — which demands effectually 
shelved Gen. Bates for the time being, 
and he has been nursing a sore head 
ever since. 
We are informed that his 


abandonment of the Republican party 
does not date back as far as the late 
presidential canvass, since he applied to 
President Hayes for an appointment, 
and failing to get it ho became suddenly 
convinced of the wickedness of the or- 
ganization which raised him from ob- 
scurity and poverty to prominence and 
opulence, and he at once joined the 
ranks of the party of purity and honesty. 


Gen. Bates was a good and efficient offi- 
cer, so far as we k.iow, but report says 
that his assertion in accepting the nom- 
ination yesterday, to the effect that he 
had not sought the favor of the conven- 
tion, is well calculated to mislead those 
who do not know the methods by which 
the solid support of Cook county is usu- 
ally obtained. 
Of the 76 votes to 


which that county was entitled in the 
convention, 75 were cast for Gen. Bates, 
and the man who supposes that such 
unanimity ever exists in the minds of 
the average Cook county delegation, in 
favor of a man who does not seek the 
nomination, must possess a degree of 
verdancy that is wholly unheard of. — 


Gen. 
Bates evidently hopes that the 


Republican state convention will en- 
dorse his nomination, a la Greeley, but 
he certainly forgets that it has never 
been the policy f f the Republicans to 
permit another and a hostile organiza- 
tion to nominate their candidates for 
them in ad\ ance. He said in his speech 
yesterday that he would not be beaten. 
and proved his prophecy by the state- 
ment that he never had been beaten 
This style of argument may be very 
soothing to him and the little gang of 
impracticables who yelled like Coman- 


he is to have a "permanent situation 
guaranteed" remains to be seen. For 
the supreme court clerkship, central 
grand division, Thomas W. S. Kidd, 
editor of the Sangamo Monitor, was 
nominated. 


There was an unseemly wrangle over 


the adoption of the platform, and the 
chairman, Judge Gillespie, of Madison, 
did not seem equal to the task of bring- 
ing order out of the chaos of motions, 
resolutions, appeals and points of order 
hurled at him by,.the howling mob. For 
nearly an hour the confusion wenton,thc 
fig.hr seeming to be a free one, in which 
the champions got so mixed up that 
none knew which side they v, ere on or 
what they wanted. And it was all 
about the word -'greenback," the mere 
mention of which served to throw the 
whole convention into ecstacies of de- 
light. 
The majority of the committee 


had reported the platform of the Toledo 
convention, with three additional reso- 
lutions, while a minority of the com- 
mittee had reported in favor of adding 
the word "greenback" to the name of 
the party. 
After a long wrangle, how- 


ever, it was discovered that the majori- 
ty report provided for the organization 
of -'greenback clubs," and that served 
to pour oil on the troubled waters. The 
majority report was adopted and the 
convention adjourned, without consider- 
ing the minority report. 


The convention was an incongruous 


mass, comprising a few able men, a 
good many honest fanatics, a large 
communistic element, seasoned with a 
sprinkling of the worst political harlots 
that ever disgraced any party. 
_ There 


wa? a very remarkable and noticeable 
absence of the Democratic 
element 


•which has heretofore run the Independ- 
ent conventions of Illinois. These olc 
Bourbons had evidently been Beared 
away by the bitterness with which the 
Democratic press of the state has TO 
cently attacked the National movement 
and they are again back where they 
have always really belonged—in the 
Democratic fold.

Breedon held an inquest of lunacy at 
the Court House upon Ezrd Pitzer, an 
inhabitant of Cainargo township.a long, 
lank cadaverous-hued, long-haired.wild- 
eyed man of 34 years, lie was adjudg- 
ed guilty of being both a pauper and 
lunatic; hard study was considered to 
be the cause of his mental aberration ; 
he was decided to be guileless of either 
suicidal or homicidal intentions, and it 
was thought best to send him to the 
Asylum ere he grew worse. 


His freaks were something remark- 


able. > During the Congressional race 
between Messrs. Cannon and Pickrell, 
in 1874, Pitzer got the idea into his 
head that the Democracy and Independ- 
ents had nominated him instead of 
Pickrell, 
and when 
convinced that 


Pickrell, not Pitzer, was the nominee, 
he claimed to be Pickrell. 
After Mr. 


Cannon took his seat in 1875, Pitzer 
managed to walk most of the way to 
Washington City, where ho applied for 
admission to his seat, claiming that he 
was elected, though of course not one 
vote was polled for him. 
He stayed 


around Congress for some time, vainly 
striving for admission as Congressman 
from this district. 
On every possible 


occasion he would button-hole Mr. 
Cannon and try to convince our worthy 
representative that he ought to step 
down and out for Pitzer's benefit, and 
at last he became such an intolerable 
nuisance that Mr. Ca'nnon finally had 
to threaten that he would have Pitzer 
sent to the Capital Asylum if he did 
not dry up and go home. 
At that time 


the Democratic majority in the House 
was so large that the Bourbons did not 
have to steal seats, like they are doing 
now, to maintain their majority. 
If 


Pitzer had contested the last election of 
Mr. Cannon in the present House, he 
would have been seated, for the Demo- 
crats have resorted to fully as great out- 
rages to secure a reliable majority by 
declaring Democratic contestants enti- 
tled to seats while llepublicans had 
beea elected by overwhelming majorities.

MONTGOMERY BLAIR'S SCHEME. 


The scheme of the last of the Blairs, 


a resolution concerning which passed 
the Maryland legislature last week, is a 
comprehensive one. 
The resolution in- 


structs the attorney general of Mary- 
land to exhibit a bill to the Fniied 
States supreme court setting forth that 
by reason of fraudulent returns made 
from other states, and allowed to be 
counted, due eft'ect was not given to the 
electoral vote of Maryland, and praying 
the court to make the revision contem- 
plated by the electoral commission law, 
and upon such revision declared that 
Hayes and Wheeler were not, and Til- 
den and Hendricks were, elected presi- 
dent and vice-president of the United 
States. 
A dispatch to the Inter-Ocean 


says that Sunset Cox is authority for 
the statement that these resolutions are 
the first steps in a proceeding which 
will oust Hayes and scat Tilden in the 
White House: that they will be passed 
by the state senate of Maryland, and 
signed by the governor, and that the 
attorney general of that state will retain 
Blair and Jerry Black to assist him, 
and they will argue the case in the 
supreme court. 
Cox says that the 


whole plan is well laid out, and the 
proceedings will certainly result in a 
change of president. 


It is evident from this and other 


statements which have lately been made 
that a portion at least of the democracy 
are determined to make the question of 
Mr. Hayes' right to his seat an issue in 
the congressional elections this fall. 
That is the plaiu English of this Blair 
scheme. 
Nobody 
believes that any 


serious Jcontest of the matter will be 
made in the supreme court or any other 
court, but if by raising the cry of fraud 
and reviving all the hates and bitterness 
of the late electoral contest a few more 
democratic congressmen can be chosen, 
the purpose of the democracy, including 
Montgomery Blair, will have been ac- 
complished.

the scale of human degradation, and tin,; 
some measures be taken lo MIVC other. 
from falling. At the same lime truly 
feeling our inability to do anything imliv 


uided liy the unerring counsel of Him 


who giveth the power; therefore we went 
forlh trusting in God, asking lis guidance 
that we might be the mean:- of accom 
plbhiug, at least, some little good. 


When we arrived at the calaboose \n 


were met by the woman who bekl the ki-j 
that unlocked the cell where these pitia- 
ble creatures were confined. After pas. 
ing in the door was again lo< kcd behind 
us, and we were left alone wilh the 
prisoners 
in 
a 
damp, 
dirty 
cell, 


forgetting, for the time-being, every- 
thing but the circumstances that led u. 
there, and the scene before us. We found 
but three girls there, the others having 
been released iB the morning 
They re- 


ceived us civilly, and kindly thanked u. 
for coming -, they acknowledged 
their 


wrong-doings. Two of them, especial!), 
seemed quite penitent, and oxprcesed a 
desire to live a better life. One said she- 
had a good mother, and would be sorry 
for her to know of her condition. Another 
said that to a great extent she blamed he i 
mother and sister for the lite she was 
leading; at the same time she knew that 
their treatment did not Justify her in do- 
ing wrong. They manifested a 
great 


deal of feeling, and frequently shed tears 
in speaking of their mothers 
We advi... 


ed them as best we could, to iorsake their 
evil companions and lead virtuous live* 
in the future. But we all know, even too 
well, that everything is against them un- 
der existing circumstances 


We think one of our urgent needs is a 


reformatory school for young girls who 
are commencing a life of shame, where 
they arc not only restrained, but instruct- 
ed—not only kept from vicee, but led to 
virtue; their lime employed in useful In- 
bor, and reading such things us will ben- 
efit them— say make it self-supporting.— 
There is really nothing done lor this cla«s 
in our city, they are left lo loam at will. 
unless Ihe dislurbance i« too icreat, then a 
raid is niasle on them for thi time being. 
but nothing salutary or permanent, noth- 
ing that leads them to reform, if any thiui' 
il makes llicm wor;.c. Simply as a mai- 
ler of expense we think it would be econ- 
omy lo h.ive such a place, Mid Ihe gooc 
resulting therefrom would he incalcula- 
ble; strict vigilance of poliC'- th.it such 
persons be not on the strci-ls and out- 
skirts of town corrupting oth"r« and dojr 
ing themselves. If such crime cannot* 
prevented let them be kept from open 
pa/.e. 
AVe must not let all these young. 


fiail girls no down to ruin without, at 
least, iiu cll'ort to j-.ive them— ascertain it 
possible the caii'-i1 of commencing such i 
life, whether the waul of parental care.

THE WAT IT BEOAW. 


An Early Disagreement ,Between 
the Mayor and Council, 


In Which the Mayor Came off Without 
Honor. 


In another column we print the official 


proceedings of the old and new City 
Council. Under ordinary circumstances, 
it would hardly be necessary to refer 
specially to such proceedings, but the 
extraordinary character of the meeting 
last night demands some attention. 
More than usual interest was manifested 
in the incoming administration, and 
every good citizen hoped that the late 
exciting city election would result ben- 
eficially to the interests of the whole 
city. It was believed that the Mayor- 
elect and the new council would so har- 
monize and adjust any differences that 
might exist In such a manner as would 
best subserve the welfare of their con- 
stituents. 


At an early hour the council rooms 


were crowded with spectators. 
Mayor 


Chambers called the council to order at 
half-past seven, all the old members 
answering to the roll call. 
The regular 


order of business was transacted, at the 
close of which Mayor Chambers retired 
from the chair and Mayor Priest was 
sworn in by the City Register. 
The 


Mayor-elect proceeded to read his io- 
augural, after which the Aldermen-elect 
,nd City Treasurer, Engineer and Mar- 
hal were administered the oath of 
.ffice. 
Aldermen Wayne, Muzzy, Har- 


rood, Harpstrite and Barman were re- 
[uested to address the council before 
etiring. 
They expressed themselves 


s being satisfied with their acts, and 
while they may have erred in judgment 
hey were conscious of having done 
heir duty as they understood it. 
They 


arted with thu old members of the 
ouncil in the kindest spirit and wished 
ho incoming administration a year of 
nrraony and good feeling. 
At this juncture of atlairsAld.Swear- 


ngen moved that the rules governing 
be city council be read and adopted 
rticle by article. >'o change was made 


tho rules governing the last council, 


xcept the articles directing the ap- 
jointment of standing committees.— 
'hese articles were so amended as to 
equire the council to appoint the stand- 
ng committees instead ot tho Mayor 
Aid. Uurfee, Kuny and Bramble were 
then appointed a committee to report 
at once the standing committees, and a 
•ecess. of ten minutes being ordered, the 
committee rotir id. 
After the expira- 


ion of ten minctes Mayor Priest called 
,he council to order. 


The committee not being quite ready 


o report, it was suggested that the 
council wait a few minutes, but Aid. 
Jarnett immediately moved to adjourn, 
and on a vote of three in favor of ad- 
ournmcnt and four against, the Mayor 
leclared the council adjourned. 
A few 


uouicnts after the committee entered 
he room, and discovering the condition 


>f affairs Aid. Durfee addressed the re- 
maining members of tho council, de- 
faring that the council was not log.illy 
adjourned, that it was accomplished by 


minority vote, and that, too, while a 


committee had retired to do business 
imposed upon it by the council. 
Aid. 


Swearingen, Nichols and Shoemaker 
declared that they had voted against 
adjournment, and when Aid. Butman 
re-entered the room he also stated that 
he voted against the motion to adjourn, 


At this time there were seven members 


of the council present, and a call was 
immediately issued for the council to 
assemble at once. The marshal auc 
deputies were instructed to serve notices 
upon the absent members and Mayor 
In a short time Aid. Shea put in his 
appearance, and more than a quorum 
being present, the council was called to 
order and Aid. Swearingen elected 
Mayor pro tent. 
The council then pro 


ceeded to complete the business of the 
evening, as will be seen from the recorc 
in another column. 


The proceedings at the council cham- 


ber last evening were the most extraor 
dinary that have occurred since we hav 
had a municipal government. 
Many o: 


the friends of Mayor Priest have hac 
misgivings as to the probability of bar 
monizing his administration, but we d 
not believe that his worst enemies be 
licved that he would so far forget th 
dignity of his office, or so wantonlj 
abuse the confidence of his constituents 
as characterized his arbitrary adjourn 
ment of the council .last night. 
I 


matters not what may have been hi 
views as to the action of the council in 
taking away from him the power of ap 
pointing 
the 
Standing Committees 


That was the act of the aldermen, an 


f they offered him an indignity the re- 
ponsibility would rest upon them. 
It 


was no part of the duty of. Mayor Priest 
,0 assume that he had been offered an 
nsult; he is a servant of the. people, 
nd as such he should have remained at 
lis post and not adjourned the council 
n a minority vote, and at the very be- 
ginning of his administration inaugurate 
a spirit of strife and contention. 
Mr. 


>ne$t should remember that he is only 
he eleventh part of the council, and 
hat in order to retain the respect of 
he council he should recognize the fact 
hat his unwarranted conduct the few 
minutes he occupied the chair last 
evening is not the best way to accom- 
>lish that end. 
Mr. Priest should also 


remember that at the late election he 
received the votes of a large number ot 
our citizens solely because he was the 
nominee on the temperance ticket, and 
;he temperance people had a right to 
expect that he would enter upon his 
duties in such a manner as would be 
>est calculated to bring about the re- 
'orrns they demanded, and we are aware 
of no method that would have tended 
so much to that end as a disposition 
upon the part of the Mayor to counsel 
and consult with the members of the 
tounoil as to the policy of his adminis- 
tration. 


We have been assured by a number 


f the aldermen that they suggested to 
the mayor the propriety of calling the 
aldermen together for the purpose of 
consultation, and while usually it has 
been the custom for the mayor to ap- 
point the standing committees, yet in 
deference to the wishes and opinions of 
the aldermen it has also been custom- 
ary for the mayor to counsel with them 
n reference to these committees. Es- 
pecially do we think that such a course 
s proper from the fact that the power 
if appointing committees is vested in 
,he council and not in the mayor, and 
when the council yields this prerogative 
o the mayor courtesy at least would de- 
mand that their suggestions should be 


eard. 
Such proceedings as were enacted at 


he council chamber last night should 
ot be repeated, and if Mayor Priest de- 
ires the confidence and respect of his 
onstituents he must not permit himself 
o take umbrage at every act of the 
ouncil that does not meet his views, 
lis position is a responsible one, and 
-he people will demand of him a strict 
idherence to the duties oi his office. 
Let Mayor Priest do this and the peo- 
ple will sustain him—otherwise they 
will not; and the same will be demand- 
ed of the council.
